inaugurated when the morale line 
showed dangerous slumps.

WORLD'S GREATEST BATTtE. 
In a short address to tho Allied 


armies Marshal Foch says: 
"Ton 


li»T« won the greatest battle In his- 
tory and saved the most sacred cause 
—the liberty of the world." 


"The greatest battle 
in history!" 


That la what it la. Perhaps It was 
a, much greater battle than the world 
will over see again. 
One does not 


recall any other battle that begins 
to compare -with this one. 


The battle of which Marshal Foch 


speaks started on the morning of 
th» eighteenth of July and closed on 
th» morning of the eleventh of No- 
vember. That lacked but seven days 
•f being a battle of four months. 


It can all be called one pitched bat- 


tte, for It was nothing else. 
The 


front was several hundred miles In 
langth and the time was nearly four 
months, and yet the whole was one 
•rand movement And every bit of 
the great fight on the side of the Al- 
lies wag directed by one man, Marshal 
Foch. Of course he had magnificent 
lieutenants, as any one must have 
when he goes Into an undertaking of 


. this size. 


Tho plan of the whole thing was 


in one man's 
mind, perhaps was 


there In fair detail on the morning 
the great battle of the war started. 
And the great thing Is that that plan 
WM forced through. From the time 
he and his millions of fine fighting 
men started Into this thing right up 
to> the finishing touches they cut out 
the pace.

there is too much of it. Foch' might 
write it, but perhaps h* will think 
he has Oone his full part in having 
directed the fight. 


Not in this year or 
in the next 


shall we read the story of this bat- 
tle; it may not be read for a genera- 
tion yet. 
The thing is so big and 


we are so close to it. It is much like 
the ocean, so big that as yet it can 
be told only In scraps. 


We have hammered away at the 


story of the battle of Waterloo for 
more than a century, ana It is hardly 
told. And yet Waterloo wasn't more 
than a little skirmish compared with 
tho battle that Foch and his millions 
of good men have won. 


Ot-'H AtLIES WEHE FIGHTERS 
Some time since it was stated that 


the British had lost a million men in 
this war, that many dead. 


Xow there is announcement in the 


House of Commons that the total of 
"British losses in killed on all fronts 
during the war has been C58.6C5." 


The'statement of a million dead be- 


cause of the war may still be within 
the fact. 
This House of Commons 


announcement relates 
to "killed on 


all fronts." 
Of course 
many died 


who were not killed. 


And in announcements there is al- 


ways indefinitoness as to how much 
territory is included when the word 
"British" is used. 
Some understand 


it to mean England, 
Scotland and 


Ireland, others include all the em- 
pire. 


Other figures given in the House 


of Commons give the,"British wound- 
ed" as 2,032,122. 
The "British mis- 


sing" are put'at 360,145. 
Of course 


many of these missing will return 
shortly, for they have been prison- 
ers of war. 


However, the figures as given in 


the House cf Commons show total 
casualties 
of more 
than 3,000,000; 


and, as stated before, the dead from 
all causes may be a million or more. 


In the figures 
as. we now have 


them there is plenty to show-the des-- 
perate character of the fight made 
by the British. They went into this 
thing to see it through, and they are 
the kind who do not stop just be- 
cause the casualty figures get into 
the millions. They have lived up to 
their old tradition of being slayers. 


As yet there have been no official 


figures from the French, but It Is 
understood their total of "killed'' is 
considerably more than that of the 
British. Yes, the French have made 
for themselves'a name that will en- 
dure. 


"We of America 
were 
associated 


with mighty 
good people in this 


great fight. It Is a privilege to be 
listed along with such fighting men. 


BEST TALEXT NEEDED 


President Wilson will go to France 


to take part in the proceedings of 
the peace conference and perhaps to 
be present at the opening session of 
the peace congress. He goes because 
representatives of the Allied goyern- 
raents have almost insisted he must. 


Of course the principal part to be 


taken by President Wilson will be 
In the conferences of the Allies that 
will precede opening of the peace 
congress, or whatever the open ses- 
sion may be called. 


The Allies will meet and talk the 


situation over at length before rep- 
resentatives 
of Germany 
and the 


Central powers get' called Into the 
sessions. 
Presumably the Allies in 


these conferences will map out the 
whole peace treaty as they will al- 
low It to be. The real work will be 
done in the preliminary conferences, 
for of course the Allies are In posi- 
tion to insist on any 
terms which 


they reach agreement. 


There Is a great lot of Important 


and ticklish work to be done In these 
preliminary 
conferences. 
There Is 


the readjustment of boundary lines 
and the making of new governments 
In all the eastern part of Europe. It 
Is hoped to get this done In a way 
that will make for peace in the future 
rather than for disturbance. 


It Is the biggest task so far un- 


dertaken in any international .confer- 
ence. If President Wilson has it In 
him to lend a st.ang hand in this 


work we need not be surprised that 
heads of the Allied governments are 
insisting he shall be present; They 
have a notion that perhaps he Is .a 
little the wisest 
man 
in .all the 


gathering, and that is the kind of 
talent that surely will be needed.

Be Responsible. 


A now passenger 
tariff becomes 


effective,on all railroads on Decem- 
ber 1. Tho new tariff does not In- 
crease or decrease rates but meroly 
puts the responsibility of collecting 
excess fare for 
pullmans on the 


Pullman Company instead of on the 
railroad 
company. 
The 
railroad 


ticket agents will sell tickets at a. 
standard rate of three cents a, mile. 


If the passenger wants to ride In 


a Pullman the ticket agent will not 
exact tile excess of half a cent » 
mile but will leave that to the Pull- 
man conductor. If the railroad ticket 
agent also sells 
Pullman 
tickets, 


which the Decatur ticket agents do 
not, 
he will also collect the excess 


fare with the price of the Pullman 
ticket. 


Tho new tarlf merely puts the re- 


sponsibility for the excess Pullman 
fare where it belongs. A committee 
recently went to Washington to com- 
plain to the railroad administration 
about the three and a half cent rate 
for riding In a Pullman. The com- 
mittee was told that 
the railroad 


administration has only one rato for 
passenger travel, three 'cents a mllB. 
That excess of half a cent a mile 
charged for riding in a Pullman 
goes to the Pullman Company and 
not to tho railroad administration.
